English Kings Prodigal 
_. in Territorial Grants 
Under the enrly charters granted by 
the English kings to the colonies jn 


‘the. New world, Connectient was en- 


titled to a sweep of territory as wide 
as the present width of that state, and 
extending all the way across the, :con- 
tinent. Presently Connecticut's claims 
came in conflict with grants fo New 
York and Pennsylvania, and these dis- 
putes were finally decided in favor of 
the; latter states. But Connecticut 
maintained its claims from the west- 
erm boundary of. Pennsylvania until 
after the Revolutionary war. 

The peace terms had given tlie Unit- 
ed States the title to land extending 
to the Mississipp!, but the general gov- 
ernment prevailed on the ok! states 
to yield to it their peculiar claims oa 
the western Jands, so that ultimately 
these might be organized as new states, 

Between 1784 and 1802, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, Virginia, North Car- 
olina, South Carolina “and Georgia 
made cessions of western lands. Con- 
necticut ceded the greater part of its 
claims on September 18, 1780, but re- 
tained the title to am area across the 
northern part of what Js now the state 
of Ohio, running along the shore of 
Lake Erle west 120--miles from the 
and extending 
gouth to the forty-fitst parallel of 
north latitude, This’ territory soon 
came to be called “the Connecticut 
Western Reserve” or simply "The 
Western Reserve.” It comprised the 
present counties of Ashtabula,-Trum- 
bull, Lake, Geauga, Portage, Cuya- 
hoga, Medina; Lorain, Huron and Brie, 
and the greater part of Summit and 
the northern parts of Mahoning and 
Ashland. .-- 


In 1800, however, Connecticut finally 


ceded to the federal government ‘the 
jurisdiction over the Reserve, which 
was Incorporated with. the Northwest 
territory, and soon afterward was in- 
clifféd..in the lands which were ad- 
mitted as the state of Ohio. .
